Mr. John 1", Hilliouse, eldest ehild
of Mra. Lila Hillhouse of 722 Eliza-
beth street, was instantly killed yes-
terday morning at 11 o'elek in the new
switeh house of the Southern Public
Utilities company at the substation on
Tribble street when several thousand
volts of electricity passed through nis
body. Funeral services will be held
this afternoon at 6§ o'clock at the resi-
dence on Elizabeth stroet conducted
by Rev. E. Witherspoon Dodge. The
remains will be taken to Greenville on
Lthe 8:30 car Friday morning and in-
lerment will be made in the cemetery
there,

Mr. Hlilthouse was 21 years of age
and a junior at the Georgia school of
Technology . During the summer
months he was employed by the
Southern Publie Utllities company
and this summer he had been install-
ing the equipment in the new switch
house, which he would have com-
pleted within the next two weeks.
This work was rather complicated,
but he did it ke an expert, and had
recefved many compliments on the
knowledze and the manner in which
he went about doing this work.

Yesterdoy morning Mr.  Hillhouse
was putting In the new telephone
awilches into the house which come
from the Gregg Shoals and Portman
plants, pumping station and other
stations of the company. These swit-
ches were being connected in the top
of the station and he was working
near the roof on a seaffold made of a
thick plank. While standing on this
araToi2 his right leg accidently eamo
into ecuntact with one of the four
Inrge bus-bar beams which extend
lengtl wise across the switch station
ftud ench of which carry 10,500 volts.
Mr. Hilluouse either had his hand on
the galvanized iron side of the build-
ing or on an iron rod which contain-
ed a teienhone wire. 1In this way the
clreuit to the ground was complete.

A connection between any two of
the brass bus-bars carry a voltage of
10,500 volts. Superintendent Long
stated yesterday that he did not know
what the voltage was from a ground
connectlon but that It »was not as
much as the other connectlon.

At first Mr, Hillhouse remained con-
scious and yelled, "Cut it off,” to his
younger brother, Edward, and Mr. C.
H. DBurkett, Jr., who were on tlLe
floor. Mr. Durkett ran over to the
slde of the bullding and threw off the
three switches which control the cur-
rent.

Looking up Mr. Durkett saw that
Mr. Hillhouse's body had relaxed and
that his head had fallen against the
slde of the bullding., Mr. Durkeis
rushed up the ladder and aftes bring-
ing the body down began apnlying the
artificlal respiration, which all cm-
ployes of the company know how to
do. Mr. Burkett had a nezro 7o and
bring a copy of the rules so 4nut hoe
might follow them closely asd (o
everything possible to save the youns
man's life.

Superintendent Long was at the
young man's side in a few seconds and
with others kept applying the a-t-
Ificial respiration treatment. Doctors
were summoned and In a few minutes
Dra. J. Louls Gray, 11, 1. Harria
and W. F. Ashmore were on  the
acene. They continued the respiqa-
tion treatment and after » Iittle it
aeemed that their efforts wonld he
successful. The young man resgonid-
ed and made two natural masps for
breath. The treatment was kept un
until 1 o'clock when the doctors an-
nounced that it was Impossible to res-
tore life, There were only a few burns
on the man’s bhody,

Mr. A. M, MecPhall, uncle of the
young man, was summoned and in
company with Edward Hillhouse went
to the young mau's home to break the
